The leading rule for the construction of 

statutes is to ascertain the intention of 
the Legislature in enacting the statute, 
and the intent, when ascertained, will 

revail over the literal sense. (Bac. Abr., 

tatutes I, Sec’s 5, 10.) 

The intent may be ascertained from a 
consideration of the condition of the law 
before the enactmeat and the cause for 
the charge. Down to the time of the 
adoption of the supplementary military 
law, no oath of allegiance had been re- 
quired of the members of military com- 
panies. The purpose of the statute was to 
prescribe such oath. It is not to be pre- 
sumed that this pledge of allegiance was 
to be exacted only from tne new members 
of the militia, because no reason exists 
fora distinction in this regard, between 
those who were members betore the pas- 
suge of the Act, aud those who have 
since, or may hervafter, become mem- 
be The company, in wbose interest 
this proceeding is brought, has had acces- 
sions to its membership since the pussage 
of the law. If the view contended for 
were adopted, the anuvumalous result 
would be produced of requiring a pledge 
of allegiance trom some, and not from 
other members of the same company. 
Probably other companies would be af- 

fected similarly. 

In the enactments of the provisicn the 
Legislature naturally intended to require 
a uniform pledge of allegiance from a! of 
the members of the militia. 
| Again: the law of March 3, 1887, is nenae- 
datory of and supple mentary to the 
eral military law of 1865.

“all volunteer companies * * organ-

As will be seen by today’s dis- 
patches Governor Bartlett, of Cali- 
fornia, died last evening at five 
o'clock. His death for the past 
week has been daily expected. The 
Governor’s illness, says an ex- 
change, was due in a very large 
Measure to the strain and the ex- 
citement inseparable from an act- 
ive political canvass. He worked 
barder in that contest than was 
warrantable for a man of his regu- 
larity and quiet mode of life, sed- 
entary habits and advanced age, 
and before he had rallied from that 
effort came the session of continu- 
ous}Legislature and his own induc- 
tien into office, involving such a 
change of administration as to sub- 
ject him to a great deal of annoving 
appeal, petition and political claim. 
Governor Bartlett was a conscien- 
tious man; he was averse to taking 
anything for granted; he desired 
the affirmation to be always proven 
to his satisfaction in all things in- 
volving judgment and action by 
him. He would not delegate to an- 
other the task of examination into 
any matter which required a ver- 
dict at his haeds. Asa result he 
worked laboriously, wearingly and 
‘in @ manner. calculated to break 
down a system already enfeebled 
by unusual exertion. 

Washington Bartlett wasa mav 
who manifested the desire to be a) 
good Governor and developed the 
capacity for the office. He was a 
straightforward, patient-workiog 

Executive, taking upon himself 
the full burden of the cares of the 
State, and shirking not an ounce of 
the load. He was a man of but 
medium strength, intellectually. 
It was never claimed for him that 
he was brilliant or profound, or 
greatly learned, but it was- justifia- 
bly claimed for him that he 
war clear-headed, a studious and 
broadly observant man, thoroughly 
conscientious, brave in the per- 
formance of duty, sincerely devoted 
to the best interests of the State, 
ardently attached to the principlea 
of the Republic, and actuated by a 
patriotic spirit in all his public 
career. As Governor he was mak- 
ing a good impression aud augment- 
ing the respect with which the 
people viewed his course. As 
Mayor of San Francisco he made a 
notably good municipal Chief 
Magistrate, and to his faithful 
discharge of duty in that high 
office was due his election to 
the more important position of 
Governor of the State. His course 
in all his useful life in California 
has been along the path of good 
citizenship. In all the years he 
made his home here he lived a 
blameless life, won the esteem of 
those near him, the respect of those 
who knew of him only, and the 
confidence of a large clientage for 
whom he did faithful service at the 
bar. The State loses by the death 
of such clean men; their places are 
with difficulty filled; their daily 
examble:-is an influence for good 
that cannot be removed without 
sincere regret. Clean, conscien- 
itous, faithful officers honor the 
State and themselves, and when 
they die the people feel and regret 
their departure. The death of Gov- 
ernor Bartlett is a loss to the State 
of California that will be deeply de- 
plored and which will be mourned 
by a circle of close friends so wide 
‘and of such character that their 
tribute to his memory will be the 
best and fittest eulogy that can be

WATERMAN TAKES THE OATH. 


_ San Francisco, Sept. 13.—Lieuten-

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‘Last Friday a man named Jobn 
Sheridan came here from Battle 
Mountain to bave some dental 
work done. Yesterday he and a 
painter named Charles Young, who 
came here some time ago from the 
western part of the State, were 
drinking together and had some 
words. Young slapped his face 
once or twice. This provoked Sher- 
idan, who, it is said, drew his six- 
shooter, a Smith & Wesson, 44 cali- 
ber, and shot Young in the lower 
partof the abdomen, inflicting a 
wound which at the time was sup- 
posed. to be fatal. This oecurred 
about 2 o’clock in the afternoon on 
Second street, opposite Wine’s sta- 
ble. Sheridan’ made his way to- 
ward the railroad, crossed the track 
and ran through the sagebrush in 
the direction of Harmony Canyon. 
Sheriff Fellows was informed of the 
shooting, aod with T. J. Duffy 
started on horseback in pursuit of 
the fugitive. About two miles 
from town the men saw & Man, 
whom they recognized as Sheridan, 
as he eme from a depressiou iu 
the valley. He, seeing there was 
no ibie chance to escape, braud- 


Then his pursuers, who were yet 
some distance away from him, saw 
a puff of smoke and the man drop 
at the same instant, though, as 
the wind was blowing strong 
at the time, they heard no report 
of a shot, eee & ruse to get 
them in range, they cautiously ap- 
proached him and found him dead, 
with the six-shooter, two chambers 
of which had beed discharged, at 
his feet. He showed no signa of 
life save to breathe afew times af- | 
ter the Sherift’s party reached him. 

The body was brought to town, 
and Coroner Walker impaneled a 
jury. The jury iound that deceased 
was named John Sheridan, a native 
of Maryland, aged about 80 years, 
and that his death was caused by a 
shot fired by hisown hands. Sher- 
idan was a strauger here, but it was 
ascertained that he had been work- 
ing at the Pittsburg miue at Lewis 
for two or three months. 

Dr. Kent attended Young, who 
was shot by Sheridan, and.found 
that the bullet had penetrated the 
right side of the pelvic cavity, cut 
through the pelvic bone, and lodged 
at the point of the right hip, from 
which place he extracted it, and 
also some of the cloth of his panta- 
loons, which it forced ahead of it in 
its course. He does not consider 
the wound necessarily fatal, though 
he does not know the exact course 
of the bullet, as he fears a hem- 
orrhage might result if he probed 
the wound,

The baby upset the 
lamp, and the next instant was en- 
velo in flames, Mrs. Mariscano 
threw the baby on a bed to smother 
the flames with a blanket, and so 
badly burned her hands that she 
fell fainting to the floor. Before 
the fire was extinguished by a 
neighbor and Policeman Rainsbury 
the unfortunate baby was so ter- 
ribly burned that it died a few 
hours later, after suffering the 
most intense agony.
